Secretary of Sta te's Request T h at the 


Coast Legislature Cease From A t ­ 


tempted D isc rim ination Ag ainst the 


People of Nippon Is Answered by a 


Move m ent L o o k i n g to Exclusion of 


All Asiatics From the Golden Gate. 


Sacramento, Cal., April 22.—An anti- 
ilien land law which will bar out all 
j Asiatics is to be drafted by the ad­ 
ministration bodies in the state leg is­ 
lature. 
This action is a direct slap 
at Secretary of State Bryan, who re­ 
quested the g overnor last week not to 
, discriminate 
ag ainst 
the 
Japanese. 
The new bill will also be especially ob­ 
noxious to the Japanese, because it 
classes them with the Chinese Asiat­ 
ics. when they claim to be Aryans, noi 
Mong olians. 
The new bill will be a substitute 
for tin* Tbompson-Birdsall bill in the 
senate. 
It is understood the g overnor 
has sanctioned it and will promptly 
sig n it after it lias passed both houses. 
Tin* administration has a g ood work 
ing majority in both houses in the leg ­ 
islature. and no member who expects 
any favors from the g overnor will dart 
oppose the measure. 
' 
The strong protests received from 
many banks, chambers of commerce 
and financial committees induced the 
leg islators to drop the clause which 
barred all foreig n-owned corporations 
front doing business in California. 
Whether this new bill will be con­ 
stitutional or not does not worry the 
leg islature. 
The leg islators say all 
they care for Is to pass a bill which 
will keep Japanese from increasing 
their ownership of laud in California 
Senator Boynton, president pro tern 
of the senate and administration floor 
leader of the upper house, g ave out ! 
the following interview in explanation 
of his views on the land bill: 
I believe the people of California 
desire an alien land law that will have 
the effect of preventing their ag ricul­ 
tural and residential lands from pass 
ing into the hands of the Japanese and 
Chinese, and such a law should be 
j 
passed. 
“It must not be so sweeping in char­ 
acter, however, as to exclude all aliens. 1 
California should welcome the farmers f 
of Europe and Canada, also the capital 
investments of these peoples, and I 
believe it would lie a mistake to bar 
these people and that capital, simply j 
to bar the Japanese and Chinese. 
“No g ood purpose can be served in 
this case by passing a g eneral law'. It - 
should state its object, as desired by 
the people of California, and 
stop 
there.”

A concise and accurate explanation 
of the motive was stated as follows by J 
one familiar with the circumstances:

bodying equal and universal suffrage. 
The present

reseutatives was elected on the priu 
ciple of proportionate representation. 
‘T h a t principle. In brief, is as fol­ 
lows: Every male Belgian who Is twen- ! 
ty-five years old who has resided one I 
year in his commune and who is not 
legally disqualified has one vote. 
“If he i*- married or is a widower 
with children iind pays $1 a year direct j 
taxation 
he receives a second 
vote. 
Persons holding official jiosltions. hav­ 
ing university degrees or owning prop­ 
erty worth n certain sum get two extra 
rotes 
No person, however, is permit­ 
ted to use more than three votes. 
“The Socialists want rhe entire sys­ 
tem of plural voting abolished and de­ 
mand that every Belgian citizen, male 
and female, over the age of twenty-one. 
be given one vote, and one vote only.”

After the film is developed it will be 
placed in a motion picture machine in 
the detectives’ roll room, and the as 
seinbled sleuths will see on the white 
screen before them tho man who ‘‘act 
ed” for the machine. 
Criminal identification by means ot 
motion pictures also is being consid 
ered by the New York police depart 
ment. 
The suggestion of such a rneth 
od was made to Commissioner Waldo 
by a man prominent in the motion pie 
ture world. 
It is said that five feet of film, cost­ 
ing 70 cents, will suffice as a means ot 
identifying criminals in 
the future 
With photographs, finger prints and 
motion pictures, together with the Ber 
tillou measurements, it was suggested 
that it would tie next to impossible for 
criminals to escape.
